possession of the property, living on 
the place since Mrs. Campbell’s death 
without giving the proper legal notice 
to all the heirs. 
The nearest living 
heirs are a son of Mrs. David Stew­ 
art, a sister, Mrs. Campbell, now liv­ 
ing at Newcomerstown, O.; Margery 
Johnson, also a sister of Mrs. Camp­ 
bell, and a child of Wesley Nugent, a 
brother of Mrs. Campbell. 
E. E. Lindsay, a lawyer of Newcom­ 
erstown, O., was in this city recently 
investigating the matter for the heirs, 
who will endeavor to get possession 
of the farm. 
Mrs. Campbell lived at 
the home 
of Alexander Geer, about 
three miles from Chester.

he will turn the unsightly clay of a 
lonely hollow into useful and orna­ 
mental utensils. 
On a farm about eight miles from 
Layton station the discovery was made 
last week. The farm is owned by a 
friend of Mr. Guiler’s, whose name he 
refuses to give, as it is the intention 
of the company, if one Is organized, 
to buy all the land that surrounds the 
find. The clay, which was discovered 
in a deep hollow, bears the appear­ 
ance of the genuine potter’s clay. It 
is of a dark lead color, and has the 
consistency of putty. Several barrels 
of it were sent to a chemist last week, 
and the owner is awaiting a report be­ 
fore 
the initial steps are taken to­ 
ward a permanent plant.

Council. 


SEVERAL CHANGES SUCCESTED 


W idth of Paved Roadway May Bq 
Reduced to Nine Feet to 
Do It. 


P R O P E R T Y O W N E R S 
P R O P O SA L. 


Last night when the resolution to 
improve the Calcutta road from the 
north line of Wrall street to McKinnon 
avenue by grading and 
paving the 
oast side of the roadway 15 feet came 
up in council Attorney F. E. Gross­ 
hans asked permission to speak on the 
subject. 
He said the residents would like 
the roadway paved and graded from 
McKinnon avenue to the Riverview 
cemetery and suggested that instead 
of making the pavement from Wall 
street to McKinnon avenue 15 feet in 
width it he made only nine feet, or 
the same width that the gutters are 
paved on Avondale street. 
He said 
the total cost of the improvement, ac­ 
cording to the estimate of the engi- 
neer, was $6,435, and by making the ‘ 
pavement only nine feet $1,500 would 
lie saved and the improvement would 
cost but $4,935. The property on the 
east side of the street will stand an 
assessment, according to his figures 
taken from the tax duplicate of $2,- 
920. 
He suggested that the west 30 feet 
to Riverview cemetery he graded and 
the roadway be paved nine feet In­ 
stead of the proposed 13 feet. He also 
said the grade could be changed from 
22 feet to 12 feet. The estimated coat 
of this improvement is $9,974, and by 
changing the grade and the width of 
the pavement $2,582 will 
be saved, 
making the total cost of the whole 
improvement $11,327. He then stated 
that $4,395 could be asessed up, tha 
city had $6,000 to spend on the road 
and the county commissioners woald 
give them $1,000, making a total of 
$11,395. 
The figures were filed with 
the clerk and finance committee wiR 
act bn the matter at their next meet­ 
ing.

John H. Hughes Tells of the Duty Our 
Soldier Boys Are 


Doing. 
Philippines, April 7. 
Dear M other—Yours of February 2d 
at hand. We are heartily glad to hear 
from home. 
I am well and able to 
hold my own. but w'e are having very 
arduous duties to perform. 
There is 
but one company at this point, over 
300 miles distant from Manila, and 
we 
are compelled to be very wary 
and vigilant, and, as a consequence, 
we have more than our share of guard 
and sentry duty to perform. 
Rations are short and we do not 
live on the luxuries. 
The rum or Is 
th at we 
will be relieved and return 
to Manila in a short tim e, and I have 
a bee buzzing about 
me which im­ 
parts the pleasing assurance th at we 
may be en route for home, bounding 
over the heaving billows of the Paci­ 
fic, in the not rem ote distance. 
We 
are 
very nicely situated and would 
be 
all right 
if it were not for the 
arduous duty we have assigned to us. 
We go on guard every other night, and 
do a tour em bracing the full 24 hours. 
We have indulged in ll ugly scraps 
with the 
Insurgents and have had 
24 good fellows killed. 
But we took 
full m easure of vengeance upon our 
sneaking, ambuscading and 
treacher­ 
ous foe, and we know th at we have 
laid out 
hundreds of them, for our 
boys 
take m atters coolly and shoot 
straight. 
Address your letters to Company L, 
47th 
regim ent, 
Manila, 
Philippine 
islands, and we receive them all right. 
It’s a genuine pleasure 
to hear from 
home. 
It has been excessively hot at this 
point 
ever since we came here, and 
we don’t anticipate much cooler w eath­ 
er. 
It hasn’t rained lately. 
For 
a 
time, some tim e since, I thought 
it 
would never quit raining; it simply 
poured down water. 
There are not m any wild anim als 
in this part 
of the Philippines; at 
least I have failed to see them. 
Keep your eyes on the front door. 
I may walk in a t any tim e after the 
coming Fourth of July.

There is a sense in which the Him. to 
us, Is eclipsed every night. 
We are 
then on the shady side of the sun, 
which hides from our view the king j few stars into view. 


after the total phase there will be th e » 
partial eclipse lasting altogether some­ 
what more than two hours. 
On either side of the path of totality, 
to the extent of about 2.000 miles, the 
eclipse will be partial, the duration of 
which will be less as the distance from 
the central path increases, 
it is claim­ 
ed that in our latitude about nine- 
tenths of the sun s disk will be hidden 
at the maximum. 
This will make a 
perceptible difference in the light re­ 
ceived. possibly sufficient to bring a 
The program 
of day. 
Night is nothing more than 
the earth's shadow, conical in shape, 
and extending more than 800,000 miles 
In space. 
At any point in the shadow, 
the earth is out of sight, and never is 
the earth without its long tapering 
cone of darkness. 
Just so, too. is the 
moon always attended by a shadow 
similarly projected into space, though 
not to such an extent as in the ease of 
the shadow of the earth. 
Now It sometimes happens that the 
moon’s shadow sweeps 
across 
the 
earth, just as we often see the shadow 
of clouds skipping over hills and across 
valleys. 
We then have what is known 
as a solar eclipse. 
Evidently this can 
occur only at new moon, for the moon 
must 
be between us and the sun. 
Such an event has been predicted by 
the astronomers to take place Monday, 
May 28. 
Striking the Pacific ofT the 
coast of Central America, the shadow 
will wend its way over Mexico, the 
United States, the Atlantic, Portugal, 
Spain, the Mediterranean, and north­ 
ern Africa, lifting near the Red sea, 
not to return again to the United 
States till in 1918, when it will speed 
its course from Oregon to Florida, 
though in the meantime it will strike 
the earth several times iu regions re­ 
mote from us. 
The path along which the sun will 
be entirely hidden from view extends, 
in the United States, from Now Or­ 
leans, La., to Norfolk, Va. 
The total 
phase at any one spot will last scarce­ 
ly two minutes, and all told, from New 
Orleans to Norfolk, not more than 30 
minutes. Of course, both before and 


will begin at about 8:30 a. rn., and last 
in the neighborhood of two hours and 
a half. 
To those who desire to take 
in the entire program, it is advised 
that they be ready by

o’clock. 
With a somewhat elevated position 
from which a good view of the sur 
rounding country and sky can be ob­ 
tained, and with colored or smoked 
glass, or better still, an opera glass 
over the eye-end of which has been 
fastened three thin strips of glass, red, 
blue and green, one can even at this 
distance from the path of totality de­ 
rive great pleasure and profit from a 
careful observation of this, the last 
great astronomical event, in this coun­ 
try. of the nineteenth century.

Then they were permitted to be reap­ 
pointed for a second year, and this re­ 
mained for many years the law of the 
church. 
It was not very long ago that 
the period was extended to five years, 
which a pastor might remain provided 
it was the wish of the congregation. 
The removal of the limit was carried 
by nearly a two-thirds vote. 
Pastors 
will still be appointed each year, at 
the annual conference, and of course 
many changes will be made. 
Long 
pastorates are now possible, however, 
the same as in most other denomina­ 
tions.

We are heartily glad to hear 
from home. 
I am well and able to 
hold my own, but we are having very 
arduous duties to perform. 
There is 
but one company at this point, over 
300 miles distant from Manila, and

are compelled to be very wary 
and vigilant, and, as a consequence, 
we have more than our share of guard 
and sentry duty to perform. 
Rations are short and we do not 
live on the luxuries.

8:30 o’Clock. 


Thor** 1h a sense in which th«* k i h i. to 
\ih. Is eclipsed every night. 
We are 
then on the shady side of the sun, 
which hides from our view the king 
of day. 
Night is nothing more than 
the earth ’s shadow, conical in shape, 
and extending more than 800.000 miles 
In space. 
At any point in the shadow, 
the earth is out of sight, and never is 
the earth without its long tapering 
rone of darkness. 
Just so. too. is tin* 
moon always attended by a shadow 
similarly projected into spare, though 
not to such an extent as in the rase of 
the shadow of the earth. 
Now it sometimes happens that the 
moon's shadow sweeps 
across 
the 
earth, just as we often see the shadow 
of clouds skipping over hills and across 
valleys. 
We then have what is known 
as a solar eclipse. 
Evidently this can 
occur only at new moon, for the moon 
must 
1)** between us and the sun. 
Such an event has been predicted by 
the astronomers to take place Monday, 
May 28. 
Striking the Pacific off the 
coast of Central America, the shadow 
will wend its way over Mexico, the 
United States, the Atlantic, Portugal, 
Spain, the Mediterranean, and north­ 
ern Africa, lifting near the Ked sea, 
not to return again to the United 
States till in 1918, when it will speed 
its course from Oregon to Florida, 
though in the meantime it will strike 
the earth several times in regions re­ 
mote from us. 
The path along which the sun will 
be entirely hidden from view extends, 
in the United States, from New Or­ 
leans, La., to Norfolk, Va. 
The total 
phase at any cue spot will last scarce­ 
ly two minutes, and all told, from New 
Orleans to Norfolk, not more than 30 
minutes. 
Of course, both before and 


after the total phase there will be the 
partial eclipse lasting altogether some­ 
what more than two hours. 
On either side of the path of totality, 
to the extent of about 2,000 miles, the 
eclipse will be partial, tin* duration of 
| which will he less as the distance from 
the central path increases. 
It is claim­ 
ed that in our latitude about nine- 
tenths of the sun’s disk will he hidden 
at the maximum. 
This will make a 
perceptible difference in the light re­ 
ceived, possibly sufficient to bring a 
few' stars into view.

Methodists this week have been dis­ 


cussing the entire removal of the time 
limit for pastors. 
For many years the 


trend of sentiment throughout the de­ 
nomination has been in this direction. 
In the early days of Methodism the 
tastoral system was purely itinerant, 
ministers being engaged every year. 
Then they were permitted to be reap­ 
pointed for a second vear, and this re­ 
mained for many years the law of the 
church. 
It was not very long ago that 
the period was extended to five years, 
which a pastor might remain provided 
it was the wish of the congregation. 
The removal of the limit was carried 
by nearly a two-thirds vote.
